We last week depicted the recent deplorable 
encounter between a body of Stornoway crofters 
and the Police and Marines at Aignish Farm, in 
the Island of Lewis. As may be judged from 
the types of Scottish character on our front 
page, these courageous crofters are men a nation 
should be proud of. From their ranks have 
come in the past some of our bravest soldiers. 
But if their precious lords of the land have their 
will, these bold-spirited islanders will either 
have their lion-hearts crushed by imprison- 
ment—the Balfour panacea for all ills—or be 
forced to quit the kingdom in which existence 
has been rendered barely possible by the in- 
ordinate greed of stony land-grabbers. We put 
it to the Government: Is it not worth while 
striving to make the crofters contented ?

We need not retell the heroic story of how the first Duke of Wellington, with 
72,000 men and 186 guns, vanquished Napoleon and his Army of 80,000 men and 
252 guns, at Waterloo, near Brussels, on the Eighteenth of June, 1815. Nor is there 
occasion to repeat how Blucher came up with the Prussians in the nick of time to turn 
the defeat of Napoleon into a complete and signal rout. It will be more to the point 
to quote from “ Captain Gronow’s Recollections” a few anecdotes illustrating the 
native intrepidity of British officers in the Life-Guard Charge limned by Luke Clennel. 

Captain (afterwards Colonel) Kelly appears to have richly merited the warm tribute 
of Captain Gronow :— 

** This chivalrous man, of undaunted courage and very powerful frame, in the deadly 
encounter with the Cuirassiers of the Imperial Guard, performed prodigies of valour. 
In the gallant and, for a time, successful charge of the Household Brigade he greatly 
distinguished himself; and when our gallant fellows, after sustaining a terrible fire of 
artillery, were attacked by an overwhelming force of French cavalry, and were forced 
to retreat behind our squares, Kelly was seen cutting his way through a host of enemies. 
Shaw, the famous prizefighter, a private in his regiment, came to his assistance, and 
these two heroes fought side by side, killing or disabling many of their antagonists, ti 
poor Shaw, after receiving several wounds, was killed from a thrust through the body 
by a French Colonel of Cuirassiers, who in his turn received a blow from Kelly’s 
sword which cut through his helmet and stretched him lifeless upon the ground. 

“ I recollect questioning my friend Kelly about this celebrated charge, at our mess 
at Windsor in 1816, when he said that he owed his life to the excellence of his charger, 
which was well bred, very well broke, and of immense power. Не thought that with 
ап ordinary horse he would have been killed a hundred times in the numerous 
encounters which he had to sustain. 

** Sir William Ponsonby, after heading several splendid charges, on the retreat and 
on refusing to surrender, was killed by a sergeant of a regiment of Dragoons, of which 
Iforget the number. Не had got into some deep boggy ground, and was riding a very 
inferior horse, which was completely blown, and whose sluggishness cost him his life. 

* Lord Edward Somerset, who commanded the Household Brigade, had a very 
narrow escape. His horse was killed, and he had only just time to creep through 8 
thick hedge and leap on another horse before the enemy were upon him. Sir John 
Elley, Colonel of the Blues, and Horace Seymour, who was on the Staff—two of the 
most powerful men in the Army—performed deeds worthy of the Paladins of 
the olden time. Horse and man went down before them, as they swept onward in 
their headlong course; and neither helmet nor cuirass could stand against swords 
wielded by such strong arms."

Szpunousty active and vigilant though the 
Metropolitan Police are under the leadership 
of Sir Charles Warren, it is mournful to recall 
the number of criminals who have not been 
found out, and who may yet be in our midst. 
Where are the perpetrators of the fiendish 
murder of poor Mrs. Samuels, the wife of the 
milk-shop keeper in Bartholomew-road, Kentish 
Town? Where lurk the Great Coram-street, 
Burton-crescent, and Euston-square murderers ? 
It is earnestly to be hoped that to the black list 
of murderers at large will not be added the 
men—or women—concerned in 


THE BRUTAL ASSASSINATION 
MISS LUCY CLARKE, 


fashionable dressmaker, at 86, George-street, 
Portman-square. ‘This was a most foul murder ; 
and the crime has for the past fortnight been 
the general theme of conversation in London. 
The unfortunate victim was born of respectable 
parents, near Frome, Somersetshire, in 1839. From 
a girl upwards she had been of industrious and 
thrifty habits, and, being of a cheerful and 
generous disposition, she was greatly respected. 
In early life she learned dressmaking. When 
she grew up she became 

LADY'S-MAID TO LADY LONSDALE. 
While in this employment she received many 
presents. АП these she saved, and many of them 
helped to adorn her rooms, which were well 
furnished when she commenced dressmaking on 
her own account at 

86, cEORGE-STREET. 

They consisted of Dresden china and other 
ornaments, whilst on the mantelpiece was a 
portrait of the then Hon. Gladys Lowther, signed 
in the no that lady herself. When Miss 
Clarke began b ess at the West-End her con- 
nection with the aristocracy rapidly ae She was 
described as a tall and remarkably fine person, of

She was in the habit of wearing 
several rings, and her watch chain and pendants 
were generally to be found conspicuously dis- 
played on the outside of her dress. For over 
two years Miss Clarke has carried on the business 
of a dressmaker at 86, George-street. The house 
has a shop frontage, upon which (as will be seen 
from one of our Artist’s sketches) bills a Rae 
that the premises are to let are placed. It is 
Situated three doors from King’s-place. There 
are three floors over the shop; and up to 
November last the two top ones were occupied 
by Miss Gover, a er, now residing in 
Blandford-street. Since that date the house has 
remained unoccupied, with the exception of the 
first or drawing-room floor, where Miss Clarke 
has also carried on the business of a dressmaker, 
as the brass-plate inscribed ‘‘ Modes et Robes" 
fixed on the front door denotes. 


THE LAST TIME MISS CLARKE WAS SEEN ALIVE 
BY HER NEIGHBOURS 
seems to have been Sunday, Jan. 15, when, after 
attending the evening service at Portman Chapel, 
where she rented a seat and was a regular wor- 
shipper, she paid a visit to Mrs. Brigstock, coffee- 
house keeper, King-street, which is a few yards 
from the chapel. It was not an unusual thing 
(according to the Marylebone Mercury) for Miss 
Clarke to call at the general shop of Mrs. 
Thomas in King’s-place for the few little things 
she required for her daily consumption ; but Mrs. 
Thomas says she saw nothing of her during the 
week ending Jan. 21; nor did Mr. Thomas, 
» who carried on business next door to 
where the tragedy took place. 
DR. DANFORD THOMAS, 
the Coroner for Marylebone, held the inquest 
on the body of the unfortunate lady on Friday, 
Jan. 27, at the Ossington Coffee Tavern in Paradise- 
; the case being in the capable hands of 
Inspector George Robson, whose portrait 
аз well as the likenesses of the other principal 
wi will be found in our centre Illustration. 
THE DISCOVERY OF THE CORPSE ON MONDAY, JAN. 23, 
Was due to Mr. William J. Betts, clerk to Mr. 
Holeomb, house-agent. Mr. Betts stated at the 
inquest that they had the letting of the premises in 
their hands, and went to the house on the Monday 
evening to show two ladies the unoccupied portions 
of the house. He left the ladies in the shop and 
Went into the passage to pick up the letters, when he 
po Mie body at the foot of the staircase. It was 
He ; апа he could only see that it was а woman. 
Some matches, aud then saw a large quantity 
He immediately called a constable and 
in his charge. 
a DR. HENRY TIMES, 
a 3, Manchester-street, stated that he saw the body 
- tohe oot of the staircase, with the head down the 
zhen stairs. He thought that she had been dead 
some days; and, on examining the head, he found it 
was severely fractured. Besides the blood around 


the body, he noticed a lot down the kitchen stairs 
and along the passage to the street door. He never 
saw a room in such disorder, and it seemed as if some- 
one had made a hurried search. He had since care- 
fully examined the body, and found on the head one 
extensive fracture and other lesser ones. Тһе throat 
was cut from ear to ear, and the wounds were so 
severe that they had reached the vertebrae, which 
was notched. It would have been impossible for the 
deceased to have inflicted the injuries herself. Не 
should think that a mallet had been used on the head, 
but another weapon had been used on the throat. 
MR. FRANCIS CLARKE, 

150, Walworth-road, brother of the deceased, said 
that he last saw her alive on Sunday, Jan. 8. His 
sister had a gold watch and chain, rings, earrings, 
and trinkets; but he did not know whether she kept 
money in the house. She had been visited lately by 
two of her nephews, Harry and Walter Chadwick, 
the former about twenty and the other nineteen. 
They lived together at 78, Gloucester-street, Pimlico, 
Harry being in an architect’s office. ‘There was some 
little disagreement between the deceased and the two 
nephews, and this he learned from his last conversa- 
tion with the deceased on Jan. 8. She then told him 
that she had lost some of her trinkets, and she said 
she thought that the nephews had taken them. Не 
saw the nephews at the Marylebone Police-Station 
on the Monday evening on which the body was 
found. Тһе deceased said that she was laid up while 
on a visit to their house on Jan. 3, and, fearing her 
cat would starve, she gave her key to one of the 
nephews to go to her apartments. On the following 
day she returned home, and then missed some of 
her trinkets. 

MR. SYDNEY MEWS, OF FROME, 
Somersetshire, brother-in-law of the deceased, knew 
that she liad ** means," and had heard that she had 
some money in the bank. "Гһе Coroner; Yes; she 
had, I see from the papers, £100 in the bank, £200 
or £300 in Consols, and gold and notes were found at 
her house, 

DETECTIVE-INSPECTOR GEORGE ROBSON 
stated that he went to the house, and on going 
upstairs he found a small jewel-case lying on the 
floor, which had been forced open. He found in the 
bed-room that the drawers been ransacked, and 
some jewel-cases, which were opened. In one 
drawer he found a letter (proved to be in Miss 
Clarke’s handwriting) addressed to “ Мг. Henry 
Chadwick, 78, Gloucester-street, South Belgravia.” 
Witness thought death occurred on the 17th. The

on New-Year's Eve, and she stayed four or five 
days. During the time that the deceased was at 
their house he went with his brother to her house for 
the purpose of fceding the cat. On Monday, Jan. 16, 
he went to the house of the deceased, and he saw her 
on the door-step, but he did not go up-stairs. He 
went to see his aunt to ascertain what was the 
reason she had not come on the Sunday, and also 
to apologise for having broken a necklace, and to 
apologise on behalf of his brother, who had taken 
some эү pes which were sold. His brother had 
been out of employ for about two years. His mother 
would not be able to provide his brother with pocket- 
money. Occesionally witness gave his brother money, 
and the last that he gave him was 4s. or бз. on Satur- 
ең week. 

у the Coroner: On his return from visiting his 
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aunt he met his brother in the Warwick, but whether 
he told him anything of what transpired with his 
aunt he could not state. On Tuesday or Wednesday 
his brother told him he had been to Stratford. The 
jewel-case produced he knew, and when he went to 
feed the cat the case was locked, and his brother 
opened it with some keys that they found in a tin 
box which was under the table. 'l'he jewel-case was 
not broken when they left, but it was broken now. 
They locked the box, which had some trinkets in it, 
and left it. He knew nothing whatever about the 
death ot his aunt. 

Тһе Coroner wished to know how witness's brother 
could get money to go to Stratford.— The witness 
replied that he had no idea, but it might be that 
he had some of the 4s. or 5s. left that he (witness) 
had given him on the previous Saturday. 

WALTER JAMES CHADWICK 
said he resided with his mother at Gloucester-street. 
Не had been out of active work for two years. 
Previous to that he was in the Army and Navy 
Stores. His mother did dressmaking occasionally. 
He visited his aunt now and then, but not in her 
own house, until with his brother he visited her at 
86, George-street, when they took away and disposed 
of some gold stoppers. itness continued: ‘This 
was found out by my aunt (the deceased), who wrote 
to my mother about it. On Jan. 16 my brother - 
again visited my aunt, and on his return I heard 
of his interview. On the following Monday I walked 
with my brother to the City, and on the Tuesday I 
went to Stratford; at least, I believe it was on the 
Tuesday. I went by train, took a return ticket, 
which cost fivepence, and I visited a club where I 
might have spent five shillings, but I can't say 
how much, because on the previous Saturday a friend 
gave me а few shillings—perhaps four or five. I 
might have had а half-crown piece in my pocket. 
Being shown the jewel-box, witness stated that he 
remembered it, and had opened it with the keys. 
[Here the memory of the witness seemed defective, 
and he was unable to speak with certainty as to 
which day it was that he visited his aunt.] 
** WILFUL MURDER.” 

The Coroner summed up very briefly to the effect 
that the robbery had not been the work of a pro- 
fessional hand, there being а bank-note, gold and 
silver coins, and other things left behind. A 
suspicion pointed to one or two who were not 
strangers to the deceased, and her own nephews had 
M that they had been guilty of wronging 

er. 

The jury returned а verdict of ** Wilful murder " 
against some person or persons at present unknown. 

A CLUE. 

The manager at Messrs. George Attenborough and 
Son's, 193, Fleet-street, remembered that on Jan. 18 
a lady's gold watch, bearing the name of Durrant as 
maker, was pledged for £3, the ticket being made 
out in the name of Gill, of St. George's- . This 
address has been proved to be fictitious. Some of the 
relatives of the deceased identified the watch as 
having belonged to Miss Clarke. It was offered in 
pawn at about eleven o'clock on Wednesday, the 
l8th—that is to say, the day after the Tuesday on 
which it is supposed the murder was committed. The 
applicant was a young man under thirty, about 
5ft. 9in. in height, of p" complexion, and with 
scarcely any hair upon the face, if at all. He was 
wearing a dark overcoat and а tall silk hat, spoke 
with а little bit of bombast,” and asked £5 for the 
watch, which was refused. Ultimately he accepted 
£3. Last Saturday night the manager attended at 
Marylebone Police-Station, where about twenty-five 
men were drawn up with a view to identification. He 
was able to pick out no one. he was 
informed that among the men present were the two 
nephews of the deceased lady. Both young men say 
that the police have closely examined all their 
clothing and searched carefully their rooms, without 
incriminating results. They have courted the fullest 
investigation. P
